What would th* situation b« to­ 
day had th© old liquor system con­ 
tinued unhampered by national pro­ 
hibition 
Picture th© situation of 
yesterday continued to th© present 
day. only greatly magnified because 
of increase in population, growth 
of cities. Intense truffle end high 
power and tension. 
England is called a land of per­ 
sonal 
liberty. 
A 
letter 
received 
from a group of American Boy 
Scouts last fall states; "I think we 
counted at least I* violently drunk 
I>6opl© in two blocks—half wen* 
women. 
It was an disgusting, so 
degrading that w e left th© scene, 
firmly thanking God for American 
prohibition and convinced that It ie 
our greatest 
blessing nationally.” 
When United States was in it* 
infant stage 
people 
looked with 
disgust 
and 
distrust 
upon the 
drunkard whose children ran the 
street# and 
begged 
for food and 
clothing. 
A little later heart rend­ 
ing poems were written to try to 
show th* alow minded public th© 
destruction 
resulting 
from 
con­ 
stant use of liquor, and th© ever­ 
increasing number of saloons, blind 
pigs and speakeasies. 
Slowly It dawned upon this slow 
minded 
public 
that 
something 
d rant lo tnuift be don© to preserve 
civilization and keep It from being 
utterly abolished. 
Several m easures were tried, but 
corruption soon found its way to 
all of these. 
The next step was 
til# permission to have a local op­ 
tion—that Is for towns or counties 
to decide 
whether 
or 
not they 
would permit 
the sale 
of liquor 
within their own areas. 
Because th* drys wer* sincere in 
their work, local option area* in­ 
censed until It became state-w ide 
discussion of prohibition. 
Then It 
became nation-w ide discussion, pro 
and eon. 
No problem ever con- 
fron'ed our nation so overwhelm­ 
ingly, and no other amendment was 
adopted so unanimously. 
We hear ao much about how pro­ 
hibition wa* put over on the coun­ 
try while our boy* were In France. 
[tut this Is not wo, there wore only 
It states that 
ratified th* eigh­ 
teenth amendment before the Arm­ 
istice was signed while 32 ratified 
It afterward. 
Now let us consider the two main 
argument* 
against 
prohibition- 
personal liberty and welt establish- 


f e d custom. 
Th© former has long 
been a favorite argument of the 
anti-prohibitionists, and their view ­ 
point is easily understood. 
They 
hold that in this land that has 
grown and become m ighty on 
firm foundation of liberty, citizens 
should retain th* priviieg* of choos­ 
ing what they wish to drink in the 
sam* manner as they select their 
food. 
But th* enforcement of pro­ 
hibition is really defense of per­ 
sonal liberty against tho** oppress­ 
ing th* freedom and progress of 
th* people in general. 
Th© us© of alcohol by all races 
since times forgotten is a matter 
of history. 
In fact it is even men­ 
tioned in th© Bible. 
So tho anti- 
prohibitionists ask why should its 
use not be continued? This argu­ 
ment is not conclusive for w* are 
an ever progressing race and the 
fact that our ancestors drank is 
no reason for our doing so. 
So, in 
answer to th© custom argument we 
stat© that prohibition is a step to 
higher, moral standard. 
The American citizen is entitled 
to do anything not prohibited by 
law,, but sine© respect for the law 
Is on© essential of civilization, it is 
our duty from the standpoint of 
loal citizenship to cast aside all ob­ 
jections and obey the law. 
Th© in­ 
telligent American, after studying 
deeply the question of prohibition, 
and realizing th© results of drink 
will without doubt, adhere to th© 
eighteenth amendment. 
At least 
he will give 
sobriety 
an 
equal 
chance with drunkenness. 
Abraham Lincoln well knew when 
he said: "Let every American, ev­ 
ery lover of 
liberty, 
every well 
wisher to posterity, sw ear never to 
violate in th© least particular th© 
law s of th© country and never to 
tolerate their violation by others. 
Let reverence 
for 
th© 
laws 
be 
taught in schools, in seminaries, 
and in colleges. 
Let it be preached 
from th© pulpit, proclaimed in the 
legislative halls, and enforced in 
the courts of Justice. 
In short, let 
It become th* political religion of 
tho nation.”
